Doctors slam replacement of out-of-hours service

DOCTORS across Haringey have slammed 
a decision to replace out-of-hours GP 
service Camidoc, saying it could put thou¬ 
sands of vulnerable patients at risk. 

More than 180 concerned GPs working in

Haringey and surrounding boroughs have writ¬ 
ten to Health Secretary Andrew Lansley and 
London mayor Boris Johnson to protest at a 
decision to replace Camidoc, a not-for-profit 
service run by GPs, with private firm Harmoni. 
The transfer of evening and weekend care, in 
which help and advice is given when surgeries 
are closed, was “rushed through” after being 
handed to Harmoni on September 1 without any 
consultation with residents, according to critics. 

The decision was made by primary care trusts 
in Haringey, Camden, Islington, Hackney and 
City after alleged financial problems at Cami¬ 
doc, despite the company being awarded a three- 
year extension to its contract in March. 

The letter, which was signed by 181 doctors 
including Dr Heather Henderson, a GP at 
Hornsey Neighbourhood Health Centre, read: 
“We believe this proposed transfer is neither in 
the best interests of patients, nor the NHS, and 
that it will significantly increase the overall cost 
of providing care. Camidoc is a not-for-profit 
organisation, whereas Harmoni is a commercial 
one seeking to make a profit for its sharehold¬ 
ers. There has been a total lack of transparency 
around the transfer decision and no consultation 
with patients, GPs or other interested parties. 

“Camidoc was awarded the current out-of¬ 
hours contract following a competitive tender. 


We do not think it appropriate that the contract 
should now be awarded to a commercial 
organisation without a similar level of public 
accountability and scrutiny.” 

They also believe the switch will leave GPs 
without access to life-saving equipment such 
as oxygen for lung patients or defibrillators for 
life-threatening heart problems. 

But a spokesman for NHS Haringey insisted 
that safety was their top concern. He said: 
“Camidoc recently alerted the PCT to problems 
regarding its financial status. An independent 
business review was conducted and the PCTs 
concluded that Camidoc was insolvent. 

“All four PCTs considered that to enter into 
a new three-year contract with Camidoc in its 
current financial state was not an option that 
could be pursued. 

“The decision taken was based on ensuring 
the continuity of a safe and viable service. In no 
way was it driven by a desire to save money, or 
by a privatisation agenda. 

“Although the out-of-hours service is not an 
emergency service, Harmoni will continue to 
carry defibrillators and portable oxygen equip¬ 
ment in the cars, ensuring that it is appropriately 
maintained and all potential operators are ade¬ 
quately trained in their use.”

Groups join 
forces to fight 
Haringey cuts 

A NEW alliance has been formed to fight 
for the protection of local services in the 
face of swingeing government cuts. 

Residents groups, political groups, and 
trade unionists from all across the 
borough have joined together to form 
Haringey Alliance For Public Services 
and will hold a rally outside Wood Green 
Civic Centre, in High Road, at 6.30pm 
next Tuesday to coincide with a meeting 
of those charged with ushering in the 
cuts - Haringey Council’s cabinet. 

Group members believe that if the 
council puts in place a predicted 
£60million of cuts in the next four years, 
“devastating” impacts will be felt in all 
sections of the community. They are 
encouraging people who live and work in 
Haringey to join the alliance, “not leave 
the business of opposition to politicians”. 

Michelle Lawson from the group said: 

“By saying that these cuts are inevitable, 
the coalition government is peddling 
an economic myth to pursue its own 
political agenda. If its cuts are 
implemented, it will be the poorest who 
are hit the hardest.” 

The group will aim to protect healthcare, 
schools, nurseries, community centres, 
parks, libraries, social services, 
affordable housing, jobs and help for 
the unemployed. 

Member Oktay Sambaz added: “It has 
been really encouraging to see so many 
different groups from all over Haringey 
coming together to resist these cuts.”

Video 
off on

THE headteacher of a school 
which hit the headlines after an 
internet video showing pupils 
on a drunken classroom ram¬ 
page has gone on indefinite 
leave for “personal reasons”. 

As the autumn term started 
last week, Dr Colm Hickey, 
who had been at the helm at St 
Thomas More School in Glen¬ 
dale Avenue, was replaced by 
Martin Tissot, previously the 
headteacher at St George’s 
Catholic School in Maida Vale. 

It comes after angry parents 
went public earlier this year 
with a video showing pupils 
swigging from a bottle of 
champagne, kicking garage 
doors, chasing a cyclist, throw¬ 
ing traffic cones and spraying 
alcohol across their common 
room. There were also reports

of another video allegedly 
showing pupils mugging a 
pizza delivery driver and smok¬ 
ing cannabis. 

Haringey police arrested two 
16-year-old boys on suspicion 
of robbery shortly afterwards. 

The group, called Friends of 
St Thomas More School 
(FOSS), set up a website to 
expose the “scandalous” behav¬ 
iour of pupils at the Catholic 
secondary school and called for 
Dr Hickey’s resignation, in 
addition to an overhaul of disci¬ 
pline procedures. 

Staff and parents received let¬ 
ters during the summer holiday 
informing them of Dr Hickey’s 
departure after it was agreed by 
governors and the Diocese of 
Westminster. Mr Tissot is a for¬ 
mer employee of the school and 
said that he was “delighted to 
be back. 


“I am determined to ensure 
that the school keeps on 
improving and am heartened by 
the commitment and support of 
Haringey Council, staff, par¬ 
ents, pupils and governors 
alike,” he added. “With the 
senior team and staff, I will be 
completely focused on ensuring 
that the climate for learning is 
appropriate and that the upward 
momentum of academic results 
is maintained.” 

But some parents say this 
does not go far enough and 
have penned a letter to Prime 
Minister David Cameron urg¬ 
ing him to get involved. 

FOSS spokesman Matthew 
Adams wrote: “It is a pity that 
the authorities appear to be 
attempting to cover this up by 
putting a smokescreen of 
‘special leave for personal 
reasons’ around his absence. 



“We have alerted Haringey 
Council and Westminster dio¬ 
cese to the dangers of keeping 
the existing leadership in place 
when the current pupil popula¬ 
tion is rapidly dwindling to 
nothing. But they are hell bent 
on supporting the triumvirate 
by giving the headteacher what 
is in effect compassionate leave 
while allowing the two deputies 


to continue with business as 
usual. This approach to resolv¬ 
ing an inner-city problem is 
unsatisfactory and unsafe.” 

Plans are now afoot for a 
public march to demonstrate 
parents’ disillusionment with 
the school, to coincide with the 
Pope’s visit to the UK from 
September 16-19.

Jewish school could be one of the first in government scheme 


ONE of the UK’s first “free schools” 
could be created in Haringey, the 
government has revealed. 

Haringey Jewish Primary School 
has been listed by the coalition 


government as one of the first 16 
free schools, which will be state- 
funded but outside local authority 
control. Legislation was rushed 
through before the summer to allow 


parents, charities and businesses to 
set up these kind of schools. 

The school will now move to a 
business case and planning stage 
after families in Haringey voiced 


their support for the project. It is 
expected to have an “inclusive” Jewish 
ethos and involve all the major 
denominations, from Orthodox to 
Liberal. No location is finalised yet.

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Volunteers rock up to 
earn free show tickets

HUNDREDS of volunteers 
descended on the Selby Centre in 
Tottenham last week to give up 
their time in return for free tickets 
to a rock show. 

More than 400 people arrived at 
the centre in Selby Road to help 
rebuild a children’s playground 
using recycled wood, transform a 
sports area, and give a community 
cafe and halls a lick of recycled 
paint with murals and a multi¬ 
coloured star design. 

They also planted flowers in the 
centre’s green spaces and created a 
creepy crawly castle with the help 
of pop singer Oily Murs and TV 
presenter Jameela Jamil. The event 
was part of Orange RockCorps, a 
programme in which young people 
volunteer in local community pro¬ 
jects in return for concert tickets. 

The volunteers gave up four 
hours to earn their ticket to a 
show featuring Pendulum, Mark 
Ronson, N-Dubz and Taio Cruz. 

Raff Baccus helps run the Wood 
Works Wonders project at the 
centre, in which unemployed 
youngsters help salvage and 
recycle wood while learning 
valuable skills. He said: “We had 
volunteers from all over London 
which was fantastic and there was 
a really fun atmosphere. 

“The kids were happy because 
they had the chance to be on TV 
and we got an unbelievable 
amount of work done. It was a 



huge number of man-hours in total 
which an organisation like ours 
wouldn’t dream of getting nor¬ 
mally. The place is almost 
unrecognisable now.” 

The Selby Centre hosts more 
than 100 charities, community 
groups, sports clubs and faith 
groups and has been running since 
1993 with the motto “many 
cultures, one community”. 


It is run by local staff members 
who started as volunteers before 
taking the management helm 
alongside groups, residents and 
Haringey Council.

Children’s 
boss in 
Baby P 
case to 
appeal 


SHARON SHOESMITH has been given the 
chance to appeal over her sacking as the 
head of children’s services in Haringey. 

Ms Shoesmith was sacked in December 
2008 following the death of 17-month-old 
Peter Connelly. Her claim that she has been 
unlawfully sacked from the authority was 
rejected by a judge in April. 

But she has now been given leave to take 
the case to the Court Of Appeal, with Mr 
Justice Foskett reducing the claim for costs 
against her from £350,000 to £10,000. He 
said: “It is by no means fanciful that the 
Court Of Appeal may differ from my view”. 

He added: “There is, in my view, a wider 
public interest than merely the interest arising 
from the circumstances of this case for a 
considered judgment of the Court Of Appeal, 
reflecting on the authorities to which my 
attention was drawn, so as to provide an 
authoritative focus in this difficult area.” 

Ms Shoesmith has claimed she was made 
a scapegoat for the toddler’s death which 
took place after authorities missed more 
than 50 injuries, including fractured ribs 
and a broken back. 

The 56-year-old has said a media “witch 
hunt” after the shocking details of Baby Peter 
Connelly’s death were revealed, panicked 
education secretary at the time, Ed Balls, 
into ordering she be removed from her post 
without compensation. Mr Balls has denied 
the allegation. 

He had ordered her removal after reading 
a damning report from Ofsted concerning 
child protection in Haringey. But Ms Shoesmith’s 
lawyers claim he was influenced by the huge 
media interest in the case at the time.

A COMPANY was found to be at 
fault after a man from Tottenham 
had his hand nearly sliced off by 
a machine he used at work. 

Rondeo Schoeman, 32, was 
making a wooden handrail using 
a spindle moulder when the 
blades got caught and pulled his 
hand toward the cutter. He 
suffered severe damage to his left 
hand and had to endure a month 
in hospital after the accident, 


Company blamed after worker is maimed 


undergoing three operations to 
transfer bones from his foot to 
replace bones in his disfigured 
hand. He also had to have skin 
grafted from other parts of his 
body to repair the damage. 

His employer, Maplestead 
Limited of Orchard Gate, 
Greenford, Ealing, has been fined 


£1,000 by the Health And Safety 
Executive and ordered to pay 
costs of £2,000 after the company 
was found to have breached the 
Health And Safety At Work Act. 

Maplestead Limited failed to 
provide suitable machine 
guarding for the type of work Mr 
Schoeman was doing and had 


failed to fit guards over the 
machine’s rotating parts. There 
was also found to be inadequate 
supervision and training. 

HSE inspector Jack Wilby said: 
“It is the responsibility of all 
companies to make sure this 
work is planned and supervision 
and training provided.”

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WAS 24 years old when I had my stroke. I 
was shopping in Wood Green, desperate to 
get some new boots, and my head was 
pounding. I thought it was because I was 
pregnant and had been rushing about too 
much. So I went to bed - and that’s when I had 
the stroke.” 

Sheer determination has seen Tess Lancashire 
move on with her life since she suffered a life- 
threatening stroke more than two decades ago, 
caused by a defect of her circulatory system. 

Tragically, she lost the baby she was carrying at 
the time and has endured years of exhausting 
rehabilitation since, teaching herself to walk and 
talk again with scarce outside help along the way. 

But, now aged 46 and a proud mother to 14- 
year-old Samuel, Tess has been single-minded in 
her pursuit of a fulfilling life and now hopes to 
help other stroke survivors with the launch of a 
new group in Wood Green this week. 

She explained to the Advertiser how strokes 
can hit at any age and how support is crucial in 
reminding people that life does go on. 

“I didn’t even realise they could happen to 
young people,” she said. 

“I was taken to St Bart’s where my husband at 
the time explained that I was normally very 
healthy and had a lot going for me, and the doc¬ 
tor gave me a chance. From then I thought, I’m 
going to get on, mate -1 don’t give a monkey’s!” 

A professional actress, singer and puppeteer 
at the time of her stroke, Tess was happily 
married, busily working in theatre and poised to

get her Equity Card when it hit. She said: “I was 
offered little rehabilitation so I did most of it 
myself, I used my acting skills to get there, but it 
wasn’t easy. 

“People seem to think, where do these people 
come from? Who has a stroke? The answer is that 
they come from ordinary life; solicitors, accoun¬ 
tants, chefs, social workers - all sorts. And they 
have to start again, it can be very traumatic. They 
need proper support.” 

T ESS is heavily involved in the London 
North branch of Different Strokes, a 
charity set up for younger people by 
barrister and stroke survivor Donal O’Kelly. 
The London North group was established in 
Tottenham in 2001. 

Now its latest offshoot, which was launched at 
Wood Green Library on Monday, is for people 
with aphasia - damage to the parts of the brain 
responsible for language. Symptoms can include 
difficulty speaking and understanding speech 
and problems with reading and writing. The 
group aims to help survivors with the assistance 
of specialist speech and language therapists, both 
in groups and in one-to-one sessions. 

Another Different Strokes member, 38-year- 
old South African-born Craig de Lange, has had 
four strokes and has to contend with English 
being only his second language on top of every¬ 
thing else. 

The new group is about information, commu¬ 
nication, advocacy and mutual support because 
it can help stroke survivors to be able to share 
their frustrations and disappointment with people 
who understand and won’t mock or judge, 
explained Tess. 

“Well actually we do laugh quite a lot,” 
she said. “Because we are all in the same boat we 
are allowed to take the p***! And I think some¬ 
times you need to. It’s nice for people to have the 
opportunity to just communicate and for no one 
else to talk. 

“Recovering from a stroke can be very tiring 
and everyone is affected differently. Some want 
to go back to work and others don’t, some find it 
difficult to keep marriages and relationships 
going. Unfortunately my husband and I didn’t 
stay together, although we’re great mates now. 

“I’ve been very lucky with the friends I have 
but I think there needs to be a lot more under¬ 
standing and more communication.” 

Six years ago, Tess spent several months travel¬ 
ling in Australia, even venturing out into the 
notoriously tough Outback with her son Samuel. 
She wrote a book about the trip, recording notes 
on a dictaphone as she went, and said it proved a 
turning point in her recovery. 

“I was so nervous, especially out in the Out¬ 
back. But it helped me a hell of a lot because I 
developed different strategies on how to deal 
with things. Samuel is doing extremely well and 
I think he’s becoming more aware of the fact of 
my disability. He’s so special - he’s my world.”

A PET shop owner who sold cats with 
mange and diarrhoea and attracted 
scores of complaints by displaying a 
parrot which had pulled out its feath¬ 
ers has been sentenced for running the 
shop without a licence. 

Husseyin Salih was also ordered to 
remove all pets from the premises and 
is unable to keep or sell animals at the 
Animal Kingdom shop in Wood 
Green Shopping City, The Market 
Hall, for a year. 

During the time he held a licence 
for the shop, between February and 
December last year, Salih attracted 
“numerous complaints” from passers- 
by who were concerned about the state 
of a parrot on display. 

It had pulled out its feathers until its 
breast area was completely bald. Five 
customers who bought kittens from Mr 
Salih found the animals were suffering 
from mange, diarrhoea and weepy 
eyes. Officers at Haringey Council 
were concerned Salih was selling feral 
cats which had not received any med¬ 
ical care and were in bad health. 

He further breached his licence by 
offering rabbits for sale even though 
he was not allowed to under the terms 
of his licence. 

He was given a conditional dis¬ 
charge, suspended for 12 months, with 
Haringey magistrates dismissing 
Salih’s appeal.

Morals and Hardy

A FILM adaptation of a graphic 
novel at this time of year usually 
means one thing: naff superhero 
blockbuster. 

But Posy Simmonds’ original is 
about as close to Gotham City as 
Danny Dyer is to donning top hat 
and tails and playing Mr Darcy in the 
latest period drama. 

Originally a comic strip for The 
Guardian, then a book in 2007, Sim¬ 
monds’ bucolic Dorset setting 
belies the black comedy of snob¬ 
bery and infidelity in the middle 
classes starring the promiscuous 
eponymous anti-heroine. 

Acclaimed crime novelist Nicholas 
Hardiment (Roger Allam) and his 
hard-working, subservient wife Beth 
(Tamsin Greig) have set up an 
idyllic writers’ retreat where Ameri¬ 
can Thomas Hardy fanatic Glen (Bill 
Camp) seems to be a permanent 
fixture and eye-candy handyman 
Andy (Luke Evans) provides brawn. 

Into their closeted world crashes 
newspaper columnist, the feisty, 
sexy Tamara (Gemma Arterton) 
back after ten years to renovate and 
sell the family home after the death 
of her mother. Following a success¬ 
ful nose job the former “Beaky” is 
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Country life: Gemma Arterton is ravishing as this tart-with-a-heart 


now transformed into a bona fide 
babe and eventually hooks up with 
hilarious rock star, Ben (Dominic 
Cooper) whom she goes to inter¬ 
view at a local music festival. 

Enjoyable on one level as gentle 
satire, literary types will also get 
their rocks off to the subtle refer¬ 
ences to Hardy’s pastoral classic 
Far From The Madding Crowd with 
a wickedly enjoyable seduction by 
Ben using drum sticks on Tamara to 
replace Sergeant Troy’s flashing 
rapier. As Ben, Cooper also steals 
the show, utterly becoming the 
rather repellent rock god and prov¬ 


ing he is far more than just the pretty 
boy of Mamma Mia! while Arterton 
and co do the job and I particularly 
enjoyed the Greek chorus of two 
Dorset 15-year-olds girls who 
smoke a lot and comment on the 
unfolding action. 

But... after an hour or so it turns 
into a bit of a middle-class muck- 
about and, while very watchable 
thanks to the acting, it does install 
the same kind of ennui in the viewer 
which infects some of the film’s 
characters so you end thinking: 
“so what?”

BASED on a Caribbean recipe, this is 
a wonderfully tasty main course dish 
which “cooks itself” so that the 
finished dish contains crispy skinned 
chicken sitting on a bed of spicy moist 
rice with vegetables. 

The quantity of uncooked rice 
seems very little, but it swells enor¬ 
mously during cooking. I invented this 
15 years ago as something easy and 
cheap to feed hungry students. 

I can honestly say this is my 
favourite recipe ever - it is ridiculously 
easy, can be varied endlessly (I’ve 
done it with lamb chops, sausages 
and all kinds of flavourings) so long as 
you stick to the proportions of rice and 
liquid-and it always tastes totally fab. 

Lazy Chicken ‘n’ Rice 

(Serves 6) 

Six chicken portions 
Three tbsp corn or sunflower oil 
One small onion, chopped 
250g/9oz mushrooms, sliced 
250g/9oz basmati or other long-

grain rice, rinsed and dried 
850ml/1pt boiling chicken stock 
(a cube is fine) 

Four tbsp lime juice 
(substitute lemon juice 
if you can’t find lime) 

Three cloves of garlic, 
crushed 

Three sprigs thyme 
(or 1 level tsp dried) 

One heaped tsp chilli 
powder (or more to 
taste) 

Salt and pepper 

• Preheat the oven to 
200°C /400°F/ gas 6. Sea¬ 
son the chicken pieces with 
pepper and salt. Heat the oil 
in a large frying pan (preferably 
non-stick) and fry chicken pieces 
over a low/medium heat for about 
five minutes on each side or until 
lightly browned, (work in manage¬ 
able batches if your pan is small) 

• Meanwhile grease a shallow 
ovenproof dish and scatter the 
chopped onion, the sliced 
mushrooms and rice over the 
bottom. On top of this, arrange the 


chicken pieces in 
one layer, skin side up. 

• In a jug or bowl combine the 
stock, lime juice, garlic, thyme 
and chilli powder and pour this 
over the chicken and vegetables. 
Place in the oven uncovered and 


leave to cook, undisturbed, for 
about one hour or until the 
chicken is cooked and all the 
stock has been absorbed by the 
rice. 

• Serve with a simple green 
vegetable like asparagus, or salad.

Ed Balls wants more affordable homes built 

Labour leadership hopeful Ed Balls last week announced that he wants to see 
hundreds of thousands more affordable homes built in this country to help reduce 
the chronic supply shortage of homes. 

In a speech to the National Housing Federation the shadow schools secretary 
attempted to boost his Labour leadership credentials by calling on the coalition 
government to spend more money on providing more affordable homes. 

He acknowledged that the Labour party was “late in recognising the importance 
of building more homes and more affordable homes” while in government. 
“The truth is that whilst we made progress, Labour leaders over several decades 
never paid enough sustained attention to housing to make it the priority it deserved. 
That must change,” Mr Balls said. 

He added “We now need a strong housing policy to support our economy, to 
provide the homes Britain badly needs and to reconnect with the voters we lost, 
both young families who want a home of their own and those queuing patiently for 

social housing.” 

Essex is among the worst hit as far as the shortage of new and affordable homes 
is concerned. The widening gap between the demand and supply of homes has 
effectively forced property prices upwards. Consequently, many people in the local 
area have been priced out of the housing market. 

However, despite the shortage in housing supply, there are some affordable 
housing schemes currently available in the Essex. 

Circle Anglia, for example, is offering a collection of contemporary two- 
bedroom affordable apartments in a development called Strada on Burghley Way 
in Chelmsford, with a 50 per cent share in a contemporary home starting from 

£70,000.

BOSS RELIEVED 



Scans reveal Dawson injury 
is not as bad as first feared

TOTTENHAM manager Harry Redknapp 
admitted he was relieved after discovering 
that Michael Dawson is expected to return 
to fitness in eight weeks. 

The Spurs defender was stretchered off 
during England’s 4-0 Euro 2012 qualifying 
win over Bulgaria on Friday night. 

Dawson’s leg buckled beneath him when 
challenging for the ball early in the second 
half at Wembley, badly twisting his knee 
and leaving his manager fearful he could be 
out for the season. 

However, scans showed that the 26-year- 
old centre-back had fortunately only 
sprained his medial ligaments in his left 
knee and ligaments in his left ankle, rather 
than torn them, and he is expected to be 
back fit in two months’ time. 

“First of all, it’s a big blow for Michael 
and a great shame for him,” Redknapp told 
the club website. 

“But watching it live, I thought it could 
have been worse than it’s turned out. 

“It could have been his cruciate ligament 


and that would have been the end of the 
season for him, but as it is, it’s not such a 
long job and he should be back in a couple 
of months.” 

The Spurs boss believes that Dawson’s 
injury has proved how valuable the summer 
signing of Arsenal’s William Gallas on a 
free transfer was, despite some criticism 
received over the move. 

“Jonathan Woodgate is struggling, Ledley 
King can’t play every game and you also 
have to remember that Michael had an 
achilles injury last season, so it was always 
a position we needed to do something in and 
that’s why we did it,” he added. 

“Sebastien Bassong was excellent last 
season and we’ve got decent cover in there 
- players who can come in and do a job - 
but you also need experience. 

“Ledley’s got experience, Michael’s got 
experience and now William’s experience 
will be invaluable. 

“He’ll give us a bit of know-how and a 
real presence. You don’t do what he’s done 
in the game without being a top, top player 
and he’s got all the medals to show for it.” 


United are too

AYLESBURY UNITED proved too strong 
for Haringey Borough on Saturday as they 
recorded a 3-1 win over Tom Loizou’s men 
in this Spartan Premier Division clash at 
Coles Park.
